PARIS, Nov 13.—The French ministry has resigned, following 
its defeat in the Chamber of Deputies by a vote of 277 to 183, 

After the government had obtained a restricted but sufficient 

majority on the question of confidence in its military and diplomatic 
policy, a demand was made to bring on a discussion of the current 
seandals, including the assertions of L’Action Francaise of a Royalist 
plot against former Minister of the Interior Malvy, but Premie: 
Painleve demanded postponement of the interpellations until Novy- 
ember 30, when the inter-Allied conference would be finished. 
On a vote the chamber, by 277 to 186, in which the right joined 
the cabinet’s opponents, refused to acquiesce in the premier’s de- 
mand, Thereupon the ministers left the chamber and went to the 
Elysee Palace and resigned,

Martin, whose real 
name was Martin Martinson, was one of the very few Norwegians 
who have taken to the biff game. While Denmark has produced two 
world's champions, Battling Nelson and Kid Williams, the Norwe- 
gians and Swedes who came to America have never attained much 
prominence in the ring Andre Anderson, the giant Swede “white 
hope” discovered a few years ago in Chicago, was looked upon as 
a strong contender for honors, but nothing much ever came of him 
Terry Martin fought his way up to near the top of the welterweight 


ladder, and got higher than any other son of Norway He fought 
several! battles with Honey Mellody of Boston when Honey was 
claiming welterweight honors, once knocking Mellody out and on 
another occasion being knocked out himself Martin also fought 
draws with Billy Rhodes, Joe Grim, Jack Blackburn, and others,

Electrically Controlled Motor 


Boats Are High Power Speed 
Vessels 


London, Nov. 12—The ad- 
miralty has issued the follow- 
ing statement regarding the 
electrically controlled sea 
raiders which the Germans 
have been operating off Bel- 
gium and severa! of which 
have been destroyed : 

“The electrically-controlled 
motorboats used on the Bel- 
gium coast are twin-petrol 
engine vessels, partially clos- 
ed in and travel at a high 
rate of speed. They carry a 
drum with between thirty 
and fifty miles of insulated 


single-core cable, through 
which the boat is controlled 
electrically. The  forepart 


carries a considerable charge 
of high explosives, probably 
from 300 to 500 pounds in 
weight. 

‘““The method of cperation 
is to start the engine, after 
which the crew leave the boat. 
A seaplane, protected by a 
strong fighting patrol, then 
accompanies the vessel at a 
distance of from three to five 
miles, and signals to the shore 
operator of the helm. These 
signals need only be ‘star- 
board’ or ‘steady.’ The boat 
is zigzagged while being steer- 
ed into a ship and the charge 
exploded automatically. 

‘The device is a very old 


one. A_ boat similarly con- 
trolled was used in H.M.S- 
Vernon, a torpedo experi- 


mental ship, as far back as 
1885. The only new features 
in the German boat are the 
petrol engines and wireless 
signals, neither of which ex- 
isted then.’’
